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Continuation of 10. Otiier; The applicant's amendment will not be entered, as they raise new issues that require further search and 
consideration. Although the original disclosure of the instant application describes the counteractive effects of a mixture of calcium and 
magnesium salts, it is not clear from the originally filed specification if the disclosed compositions, particularly those described in the 
examples, do in fact possess this counteractive property. Applicant's arguments against certain individual references of the prior art 
essentially amount to a piecemeal analysis of the references. The examiner maintains the position that the instantly claimed invention 
remains obvious in view of the broad collective disclosure of the prior art.. 
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
